1 . PREMIER ERIC GAIRY RETURNED HOME TO GRENADA MAY 27 
FROM INDEPENDENCE TALKS WHICH BEGAN IN LONDON MAY 14. IN 
TRINIDAD PREVIOUS DAY HE TOLD PRESS HE WAS TOTALLY SATISFIED 
WITH OUTCOME LONDON TALKS, AND GRENADA WOULD PROCEED FULL 
SPEED AHEAD TOWARD INDEPENDENCE WHICH WOULD BE DECLARED IN 
EARLY 1974. HE SAID THAT OPPOSITION LEADER HERBERT BLAIZE 

" HAS AGREED TO THE CONSTITUTION AND HAS SIGNED IT.” GAIRY 
DISCOUNTED THE PROTESTS IN GRENEADA DURING THE TALKS ( REFTELS)
